Open to the publie, free,

'slight Inerease in Passenger  Rates
I on the Western Roads for In-
terstate Business

An increase in the passenger rateg
| for inter-state traflic went into effect
on most of the western railroads last
!vaek. The increase (s small and
{ will be practically unnoticed except
by tourists taking long journeys.

| Plans, if there were any, on the
part of the railroad companles to in-
crease their rates within the limits
of the state were frustrated a few
days ago when, upon application of
Attorney General Willie E. Reed, the
supreme court of the state of Nebras-
ka granted a temporary injunetion
restraining them from making any
increase. A hearing was  wset for
February 7, at which tume It is
thought the injunction will be made
perpetual,

On some of the short rume eul ol
Allianee there is but very little dif-
ference, The new rate to Denver is
$6.64, the old rate $6.30, making an
inerease of only 34 cents

Owing to the recent change in pas-
senger serviea to Casper, the passen-
ger serviea being established over the
new route which had been used for
several months for freight business,
the new rate to Casper, based on the
inereased scale, I8 slightly less than
the old rate over the old route. The

The aective clube in Box Butlte
county for 1916 are the Potato, Pig,
Garden and Canning, and Sewing
end Cooking Clubs. Any of the
clubs are open to either boys or girls
between the agee of ten and elght-
een vears. In the Potato Club each
member ralses and keeps records om
at least one-elghth acre of potatoes.
In the Pig Club eéach member ralses
and keeps recorde on at least one
pig. In the Garden and Canning
Club the membera care for at least
one-tenth acre of garden and can the
surplus products. In the Sewing
and Cooking Clubs, a (WO Yeéars
course Is offered consisting of twelve
lessons each year. Parenls can co-
operate by allowing their children &
little time, glving encouragement
and support to this mevement

The club rylee and enrolbpent
cards have beep sent Lo the teachers
of the various district schools, WwWhe
will explain in detail to those inter-
ested.

In Alllance this e¢lub work will
probably take on the form of garden-
ing and it has been suggested by the
counly agricultural agent that vacant
lots of ground in the eity, which have
been heretofore allowed Lo grow up
in weeds, be used to further snch &
plan.
